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REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE

The prior art of record does not teach or fairly suggest filtering method including 
establishing a representation of a derivative of at least a part of a time- quantized pulse width 
modulated input signal, and establishing at least one sample of a time- and amplitude-quantized 
pulse code modulated output signal by performing filtering on the basis of at least a part of a 
filter representation and said representation of the derivative of at least a part of said input signal; 
whereby the performing filtering is arranged to omit arithmetic operations involving such 
samples of said representation of the derivative of at least a part of said input signal that are 
derived from identically valued contiguous samples of said time-quantized input as recited in the 
claims.
